All the publications here catalogued are to be found 
in the library of the Chi chapter, forming, it is believed, 
the most complete existing collection of Psi Upsilon 
literature. The list does not include a vast number of 
fugitive sheets — initiation programmes, convention pro- 
grammes, circulars of the Executive Council or of the 
various chapters, single songs, letters of invitation, tick- 
ets and programmes of Fraternity entertainments, 
obituary resolutions and other similar printed matter — 
preserved in the Chapter scrap- books. The only titles of 
importance known to be lacking in the list are the Song 
Book of 1849 [the first], and the reports, issued in 
pamphlet form, of three annual conventions of members 
of the Fraternity resident in Wisconsin, held some 
years ago, at Madison in that state. — Three publications, 
not wholly Psi Upsilon in character, contain extended 
notices of the Fraternity, These are Four Years ai 
Yale [New Haven 1871], by L. H. Bagg (B 1869), pp. 
87 — 141 ; American College Fraternities [Philadelphia 
1879], by W, R. Baird, pp. 102-106 ; and The Greek
